Depot Center ...however, the Revs are 3-2-1 in their last six visits to LA to face the 
Galaxy 

• Saturday’s match will be the first - and only - time that the two teams meet in 2012 
...this is the first year since 1996 that the teams will not meet at least twice 

• The Galaxy won the 2011 season series with a 1-0-1 mark ... the teams opening the 
2011 season with a 1-1 draw, in Carson Calif., on March 20 ... LA earned a 1-0 road 
win on May 28, at Gillette Stadium to cap the series 

• LA won the first four season series (1996-99) between the two clubs, but nine 
consecutive season series were either won by the Revs or drawn between 2000 and 
2008 

• Four of the last five matches have resulted in one-goal games ... the Revs are 1 -3-1 
in the last five games against LA dating back to Aug. 8, 2009, and have been out-

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


TRYING TO TURN TIDES IN CITY OF ANGELS 

The Revs travel to face the Galaxy on Saturday and look to continue their recent, modest 
road success against the Galaxy ... in their last six visits to The Home Depot Center, the Revs 
are 3-2-1 ... since 2003 when The Home Depot Center opened, however, the Revs are a 
combined 4-8-3 in Carson against LA. 

DISTANT RIVALS PLAY CLOSE GAMES... 

Seven of the last nine matches between the Revs and Galaxy have resulted in one-goal 
games, in addition to one draw and one two-goal victory ... the Revs have posted a 3-4-2 
record in those matches, but the teams have both posted nine total goals each ... the only 
game in that span in which one of the teams won by more than one goal came on July 10, 
2010, when New England secured a 2-0 win at Gillette Stadium. 

... AND A PAIR OF GOALS MIGHT BE ENOUGH 

While recent matches between the Revs and the Galaxy have been close, they’ve also been 
low-scoring, defensive efforts ... in the last nine meetings, there have been five shutouts and 
neither club has scored more than two goals in a single game ... in those nine meetings, both 
teams have each averaged one goal per game ... New England last scored more than two 
goals against the Galaxy on May 12, 2007 - a 3-2 win in Carson. 

LOOKING FOR A WIN IN THE WILD, WILD WEST 

Saturday’s match in LA gives the Revs an opportunity to snap a 17-game winless streak in 
matches played in the Mountain or Pacific Time zones, which dates back to September 2009 
... since earning a 1 -0 win at Seattle on Sept. 26, 2009, New England is 0-12-5 in matches 
played in the Rockies or on the West Coast, and is just 2-14-5 since the start of 2009 in the 
two Western-most time zones. 

RESULTS EVEN TOUGHER IN PACIFIC GAMES 

The Revs will also be looking to snap a lengthy losing streak on the West Coast as the Revs 
have not won there since a 1 -0 victory at Seattle on Aug. 20, 2009 ... since that game, New 
England has gone 0-9-2 in West Coast games, including an 0-4-0 record in 2010, an 0-4-2 
record in 2011 and an 0-1-0 record so far in 2012 ... those include matches against Chivas 
USA, LA Galaxy, Portland Timbers, San Jose Earthquakes, Seattle Sounders FC and the 
Vancouver Whitecaps. 

MARCH BEGINS AND ENDS WITH GALAXY 

The Revolution closes the month of March at LA on Saturday after the two clubs met in the 
FC Tucson Desert Diamond Cup in Tucson, Ariz.... while Saturday’s match will be the first - 
and only time - the two clubs will meet in the MLS regular season, it will be the third time the 
teams will meet in the 2012 calendar year... LA and New England met twice in the preseason 
in Tucson as the Revs went 1-0-1 against LA at the FC Tucson Desert Diamond Cup, includ¬ 
ing a 3-2 win in group play on Feb. 22, and a 1-1 draw (and 4-2 LA victory in penalties) in the 
championship match on March 3. 

STRIKING FIRST MATTERS ON THE ROAD 

Since the start of 2011, the Revs are 0-15-3 when their opponents score first, including an 
0-2-0 record in 2012 ... in road games last year, the Revs were 0-7-2 when their opponents 
scored first... the last time the Revs came from behind to win a game on the road after their 
hosts scored first was on May 12,2007, when New England earned a 3-2 victory over LA... in 
that game, the Galaxy took a 1-0 lead into the half, but the Revs scored in the 47th and 52nd 
minutes to pull ahead ... LA leveled in the 84th minute before Taylor Twellman struck for the 
game-winning goal in the 85th minute. 

REVS LOOK TO SNAP NATIONALLY-TELEVISED FAMINE 

Saturday’s game at The Home Depot Center will be the Revs' first of three appearances of the 
season on the NBC Sports Network (formerly Versus) this season ... in nationally-televised 
games from 2009 to 2011, the Revolution posted a 4-12-6 record: 2-1-2 record on ESPN2, 
1-3-2 on the Univision family of networks (Univision, Telefutura and Galavision) and 1-8-2 on 
FOX Soccer... NBC Sports and MLS announced a 2012 season partnership in August 2011. 

BJORN TO RUN 

The Revs added depth at forward on Wednesday, as the club signed Swedish forward Bjorn 
Runstrom, who will occupty an internaional slot on the team's roster once he receives his 
U.S. P-1 Visa and his ITC is received ... he is not expected to be available this weekend ... 
Runstrom made three appearances with the Revs in the preseason Desert Diamond Cup 
in Tucson, Ariz., and scored one goal in a 2-1 win against Real Salt Lake on Feb. 29 ... the 
28-year-old made 21 appearances with Swedish side Hammarby IF in 2011. 

NEW FACES KEEP COMING 

With Bjorn Runstrom's signing now in the books, the Revolution has added 14 new players to 
the roster - a full half of the roster spots - since Jay Heaps assumed head coaching duties last 
November... the total includes six of the team’s seven international players (Diego Fagundez 
is the seventh), four American newcomers who have previous professional experience (Blake 


Brettschneider, Lee Nguyen, Clyde Simms and Jeremiah White) and four draft picks (Tyler 
Polak, Alec Purdie, Mike Roach and Kelyn Rowe). 

ALMOST FULL TEAM OF NEW FACES 

Through three games, 10 players have already made their Revolution debuts: Blake Brett¬ 
schneider, Fernando Cardenas, John Lozano, Lee Nguyen, Tyler Polak, Alec Purdie, Kelyn 
Rowe, Saer Sene, Clyde Simms and Jeremiah White ... seven of those players debuted on 
March 10 at San Jose in the season opener, while Sene and White made their first Revs 
appearances in Kansas City on March 17 ... Alec Purdie debuted in a substitute appearance 
last Saturday... in 2011, a total of 13 new players debuted for the Revolution in the 34-game 
schedule. 

REVS OPEN MULTIPLE 2012 ACCOUNTS 

The Revs had several firsts on Saturday in the 1-0 win over Portland at Gillette Stadium: 

• the victory was the team’s first of the 2012 season 

• the win was the first of Jay Heaps’ young head coaching career 

• the lone goal was the team’s first goal of the 2012 campaign 

• Saer Sene’s goal was the first of his MLS career 

• Chris Tierney's assist was the team’s first assist of the year 

• Matt Reis’ shutout was the first of the season 

TIERNEY FIRST TO LEND A HELPING HAND 

Chris Tierney's assist on Saer Sene’s goal on Saturday night against Portland was the club's 
first assist of the season ... Tierney, who picked up his 12th career assist Saturday, has 
finished the last two seasons second on the club with four assists each season. 

TIERNEY GO-TO GUY FOR GAME-WINNING ASSISTS 

Chris Tierney recorded his sixth career game-winning assist on Saturday night, sending in a 
deep cross from the left flank which Sene headed home in the first minute ... Tierney is now 
tied for fifth on the Revs’ career game-winning assists list, behind Steve Ralston (22), Shalrie 
Joseph (12), Jose Cancela (8) and Mike Burns (7)... Tierney is tied with Imad Baba and Taylor 
Twellman, who both also had six game-winning assists, in the fifth spot... in 2010, Tierney 
finished the campaign tied for seventh in MLS with three game-winning assists. 

RYAN BECOMING A LATE-GAME DEFENSIVE SPECIALIST 

After making substitute appearances in each of the first two matches of the season, Ryan 
Guy earned his first start of 2012 on Saturday against Portland when he lined up on the right 
wing against the Timbers ... however, later in the game, he dropped to right back when Kevin 
Alston departed the game with a nose injury ... it was the second time in his MLS career that 
Guy was forced into cover on the back line late in a game after some time at the position ... 
at Kansas City on July 30, 2011, Guy came on as a 78th-minute substitute at right back after 
Alston left the game injured ... Guy also played right (and left) back regularly for the Revs in 
their 2011 reserve-league games. 

REIS JOINS ELITE SAVE COMPANY 

With three saves on Saturday night against Portland, Matt Reis became the sixth player in 
MLS history to record 1,000 saves ... he entered the game with 997 saves and with his three 
credited saves, he reached the milestone with his 85th-minute save on Franck Songo’o. 

... AND JOINS ELITE SHUTOUT COMPANY 

With a shutout against Portland on Saturday night, Matt Reis moved into sole possession of 
fifth place on the MLS career shutouts chart... he now has 65 career shutouts, including 56 
with the Revolution since joining the club in 2003. 

MATT APPROACHING ANOTHER REVS MILESTONE... 

After recording save number 1,000 last week, Matt Reis next has a significant ironman 
milestone up next... Reis enters Saturday with 19,542 minutes played for the Revs and is 458 
minutes shy of becoming just the third Rev to log 20,000 minutes for the club, trailing Shalrie 
Joseph (21,619 minutes) and Jay Heaps (21,566 minutes)... if Reis remains healthy, he could 
reach the 20,000 Revolution minutes milestone on May 5, on the road at Real Salt Lake. 

... AND IS TWO SHY OF WIN NUMBER 100 

After picking up the win on Saturday, Matt Reis enters this week with 98 career wins and could 
soon become just the sixth goalkeeper in history to win 100 games in goal... Kevin Hartman is 
the all-time leader in wins with 172 and is followed by only Zack Thornton (131), Nick Rimando 
(123), Joe Cannon (109) and Scott Garlick (107)... Reis earned his first win on April 18,1998, 
at Kansas City, while a member of the LA Galaxy. 

TIGHTENING UP LATE 

In 2011, the Revs allowed 34 second-half goals, including a league-high 15 after the 75th 
minute of the game ... so far this season, however, the Revs have only allowed one second- 
half goal, and none in the last 15-minute span of second half... three of the team’s four goals 
allowed so far this season have come in the first half. 






NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT LA GALAXY 


SHALRIE TOPS IN REVS’ MINUTES... 

Shalrie Joseph became the club’s career leader in minutes played on Saturday in the 54th 
minute, passing current coach and former teammate, Jay Heaps (21,619 minutes)... Joseph 
-- now with 21,656 minutes -- entered this season as the club's leader in starts (241) and 
passed Heaps for the club record in appearances (245) in the season opener at San Jose on 
March 10. 

... AND JOSEPH IS LOGGING LOYAL MINUTES FOR THE REVS 

Shalrie Joseph’s club-leading minutes played record (21,656 minutes) also comes with special 
distinction ... one of only eight active MLS field players who have logged 20,000 or more min¬ 
utes in their careers, Joseph is the only player on the list to played every minute of his career 
with the same club ... Joseph played his first minute with the Revs on April 19, 2003, and has 
played at least 2,000 minutes in eight of his nine previous seasons. 

ALSTON IS MAKING A HABIT OF APPEARANCES 

Kevin Alston leads the club in consecutive appearances, pushing his current streak to a 
team-best 36 matches on Saturday... after missing the 2011 season opener at LA with a 
hamstring injury, Alston appeared in - and started - the remaining 33 games (a team high) of 
the season, and has played at his customary right back spot in the opening three matches of 
2012 ...Alston missed multiple games in 2010 (eight) and 2009 (four) with persistent hamstring 
injuries, but has rebounded the last two seasons. 

NGUYEN-ING HIS RIGHTS 

After the Revs picked up Lee Nguyen in the Waiver Draft on March 2, the McKinney, Texas, 
product has already made an impact for the team ... after debuting as a substitute at San Jose 
on March 10, Nguyen made his first career MLS start at Kansas City on March 17 ... on March 
24 at home against Portland, Nguyen started and was a crowd-favorite after posting two shots 
and creating chances for his teammates ... through three games, Nguyen leads all Revs play¬ 
ers with six shots. 

SEEING RED EARLY 

One season removed from setting a new club record for red cards with 10 in 2011, the Revs 
picked up their first red card of the 2012 season in Kansas City ... Stephen McCarthy was 
issued his first career ejection in the 14th minute, continuing the trend from last season ... the 
Revs saw their first red card of the season in the fourth game of 2011 when then-rookie A.J. 
Soares was ejected on April 6 at Vancouver... the team then had nine more players sent off 
throughout the season. 

BACK ON THE ROAD .... THE SUITCASE GETTING LOTS OF LOVE 

This week, the Revs will head back on the road for their third and fourth road games of the 
season ... the team has begun the 2012 campaign with four of its first five matches on the 
road, and last Saturday’s home match was the only home game in a five-week span from 
March 10 to April 5 ... after opening the season with two road games at San Jose and Kansas 
City, the Revs will visit LA and Dallas in the upcoming two weeks ... after returning home from 
the LA-Dallas road trip, the team will have already traveled 13,290 air miles in the first four- 
and-a-half weeks of the season ... including the team’s preseason trip to Tucson, Ariz., that 
immediately preceded the season opener at San Jose, the Revs will have traveled 18,030 air 
miles from the end of February through early April. 

MARCH MADNESS TO END SATURDAY 

The season opener on March 10 marked the earliest start in league history, and by month's 
end, the Revs will have played four matches - two more in the month of March than any other 
season ... the Revs first played two games in March in 2000, and then had a pair of March 
matches again in 2009 and 2011 ... in 15 total matches in the month of March, the Revs 
have struggled to win, compiling a 5-7-3 mark all-time with a 1.00 goals against average ... 
conversely, the team has only scored 0.93 goals per game in March. 

WHITE LONG TIME COMING 

Jeremiah White, whom the Revs drafted in the third round of the 2004 MLS SuperDraft, finally 
signed with the club earlier this month and made his MLS debut on March 17 at Kansas City 
... although no hard statistics exist on the time between being drafted and signing with a club, 
MLS believes White holds the league record for longest time between the two events ... White 
originally with Serbia’s OFK Beograd out of Wake Forest after initially passing on MLS ... after 
stops in Greece (Panserraiko), France (FC Gueugnon), Denmark (AGF Aarhus, with fellow 
Rev Benny Feilhaber) and Saudi Arabia (Al-Ettifaq), White most recently played with Poland’s 
GKS Belchatow 

GOING WITH THE FLO 

German right back Florian “Flo" Lechner joined the team last Friday, March 23, but was un¬ 
available for selection on Saturday against Portland after needing an additional medical test... 
had he played, he was to have slotted in immediately at center back with Stephen McCarthy’s 
absence because of red-card suspension ... Lechner was signed on a free transfer from 2 
Bundesliga side Karlsruher SC on March 14 and comes to MLS after spending his entire 
professional career in Germany... he made 12 league appearances and two starts in the DFB 
Cup in the second half of 2011 with Karlsruher SC ... Lechner spent the majority of his career 
at VfB Stuttgart, where he helped the club gain repeated promotion from the third division of 
German soccer to the Bundesliga. 


PLENTY OF FOULS SUFFERED 

Through three games this season, the Revs have suffered 47 fouls (15.67 fouls per game), 
and trail only Colorado (49 fouls, 16.33/game) and Vancouver (48 fouls, 16.00/game) in MLS 
in the category ... as a point of comparison, the Revs finished the 2011 season third in fouls 
suffered with 444 (13.06 fouls per game), while league-leader Dallas recorded 456 total fouls 
suffered, an average of 13.41 fouls per game. 

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the 
MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 
2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded 
his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in minutes 
(21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238). 

TRANSITIONING TIMES 

Following the first preseason under head coach Jay Heaps, several players have switched po¬ 
sitions from what they’s customarily played in the past... Stephen McCarthy has transitioned 
from central midfielder to primarily central defense, and Chris Tierney transitioned to primarily 
a left back from left midfield, although he could still see time on the midfield wing ... addition¬ 
ally, Mike Roach has moved to central midfield after playing primarily as a forward in college. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown feel 
... Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.), Tim Murray (Haverhill, Mass.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State. 

PRESEASON RECAP 

The Revs capped an undefeated preseason with a 6-0-1 record ... the team went 3-0-1 against 
MLS competition, including a 1-0-1 mark against defending MLS Cup champions, the LA Gal¬ 
axy, and wins against the New York Red Bulls and Real Salt Lake ... the team's seven-week 
preseason schedule including an 11-day training trip to Casa Grande, Ariz., and a two-week 
trip to Tucson, Ariz., for the FC Tucson Desert Diamond Cup.

Rookie midfielder Kelyn Rowe - age 20 and whom the Revs selected with the third overall 
pick in the 2012 MLS SuperDraft out of UCLA - was the Revs’ surprising leading scorer in pre¬ 
season with four goals and four assists in six games played ... Rowe factored in his first Revs 
goal just 38 minutes into his competitive action after sending a cross in against FC Tucson 
which Sainey Nyassi converted ... in two games against Boston College, Rowe recorded two 
goals (on Feb. 10) and two assists (on Feb. 15) in a pair of wins ... at the FC Tucson Desert 
Diamond Cup, Rowe had one assist against LA on Feb. 22, and both goals against New York 
on Feb. 25 ... Rowe made his MLS and Revolution debut at San Jose on March 10 and has so 
far played right midfield and central midfield in games this season.
